JUPITER is 4 quaint and uncrowded resort 
famed for its old lighthouse and excellent ocean inlet. 
Its fine beach, still much as Nature made it, offers 
miles and miles of unobstructed shore line.

BOYNTON BEACH has a spectacular 
ocean inlet where you'll see the tides change before 
your eyes. Fish along its seawalls for such hard- 
fighting specimens as mackerel, snook and jack. Gulf 
Stream only half-mile offshore. 


DELRAY BEACH is noted for its relaxing 
country -squireish atmosphere. A veritable garden 
spot, its hotels, motels and cottages are banked in 
colorful shrubs and handsomely set off by bright 
green lawns and clusters of palms. Idle away the 
hours on its sweeping miles of ocean beach or at the 
large municipal pool. Golf, deep-sea and fresh-water 
fishing, are other pleasant pastimes here. 


BOCA RATON, today a jewel of secluded 
charm, was once the bailiwick of history’s wildest 
and wooliest pirates. See mementoes of these days 
at amazing “Ancient America”— also the scene of

Canal Point — a sugar cane, cattle and vege- 
table hub located at the junction of the West Palm 
Beach Canal and Lake Okeechobee. Nearby is 
Bryant, site of Florida’s first sugar mill. 


Belle Glade — the hub of the rich black muck 
lands used for vegetable farming. It has an exciting 
livestock auction market, a fine golf course, fresh- 
water fishing facilities and is a canning and produce 
packaging center. 


South Bay —a thriving farm community with 
soil so miraculously fertile, snap beans take only 
six short weeks to grow! Of the 23 varieties of 
winter crops raised here, most common are snap 
beans, celery, sweet corn, cabbage, radishes and 
numerous other vegetables.
